The dirgey, 
or tailor, is a striking instance; be makes not 
only bis master’s clothes, but those of his mis- 
tress, and the children’s as well; not only gea- 
tlemen’s waistcoats, trowsers and jack: ts, bat 
also ladies’ dresses, caps, and bonnets, ond 
even under clothing. There is not, im all In- 
Ga, o native woman who can sew; everywhere 
the dirgey performs thie office. He perferms 
it well, too; he is a remarkably clever and ex- 
pert workman, who will make any garment, of 
soy kind of material, provided he be given 
what he calle a +‘ Muster,” pattern. He 
sews backwards, and holds the work that he is 
sewing between his great tors 

Bat not only are clothes in India made and 
mended by men, they are also washed and 
ironed by men; sad as every member of it 
changes his or ber clothes at least twice « day, 
tt is o very small family indeed which doce net 
require more than one washermas. British 
resideu‘s in Ladia seldom wear anything but 
white; the gentiemen’s clothes being general- 
ly made of white jean, and the ladies’ of fine 
book maslin. The manner of washing which 
prevails in India is sv injurious to those deli- 
cate fabrics, that « lady can seldom wear a 
Gress more than half-e-dosen times.

Dwasr Facit Taaes—The intention of 
samer being to designate ‘things, the term 
dwarf, as usually understood and applied to 
fruit trees, is unfortenste, giving as it often 
does, entirely a wrovg impression. 

The belief is very common that e dwarf pear 
or apple tree, means one that will only grow 
four or five feet high, and bear, perhaps, st 
the most a dozen specimens. Many airo un- 
derstand the term to apply to the frait itself, 
whieh they think only grows to about the ordi- 
nary size. 

We have surprised many persons by telling 
them thet we have weighed Duchesse d’Aa- 
gouleme pears, from what are called dwarf 
trees, reaching ninteen and s half ounces, and 
that we could show them dwarf trees in this 
elty twelve to fifteen feet high, and bearing 
from five to six bushels of pears annually. 
What is usualy meant by « dwarf pear tree, 
is ome grafted on « quince stock, with 
branches starting out near the ground, and 
not trimmed up to the oma! height for stan- 
dard tices 

The operation of making dwarf pear and 
apple trees, |s performed by budding the for 
mer on quince, and the latter on Paradise or 
Doucain stock. (And cherries on the Mabe 
leb stock }) This has the effect with many va 
ricties, Of restreieing & Very rapid growth, and 
developing early fruiting, although this latter 
depends much om jadicious pruning. Such 
trees are made to branch out one or two feet 
from the growed, not only on account of the 
convenience of picking the fruit, but also be- 
cause the shape of the bead, and the shortening 
in process of the brasches, is within easier con- 
twol. The common practice of letting branches 
start at the height of six or seven feet, is sanc- 
toned soither by conventence or suund phileso- 
phy. With a variable climate, and sudden alter- 
nations of heat and cold, wet and dry, the ex- 
posure of & naked trunk te such infuceces 
often affeets its (hriftiness, producing blight 
tod other diseasea, sud so metames destroying 
life. This is particularly the case with cherry 
and pear trees. When the branches are low, 
they answer s valuable purpose in shading and

I 
have eaten of butter and beef which tasted 
very strong and bad; but I heave been in the 
habit of feeding them to milk cows, end to 
beef catsle, and bave found no bed effects from 
them on either. 1 have taken some pains in 
cleaning them when they are pulled, and put 
them te « collar where they were sot warm 
enough to heat, nor cold enough to freese. I 
am satisfied that the bad effects of the rota 
bages on beef and milk arise from their being 
frosen after they ere pulled, or from their 
heating. Keep them sweet, and I will warrant 
the beef and milk to be the mme.—H. H 
ALLBS, is Michigan Farmer. 





Foor Ror m Sazsr —To every one hundred 
sheep, give half a pound of sulpber, mixed in 
their salt, twice a week.
